Jefferson City, Mo.. Jan. 19.—In his 
report to the legislature yesterday, 
State Treasurer Edwin I*. Deal caused 
onsternation among his fellow offi­ 
cials oi the Major administration by 
comparing the greatly increased ex­ 
penditures of the last two years with 
those of the preceding biennial pe­ 
riod. 
The comparison Is an Innovation. 
No other state treasurer ever before 
included such a feature in his offi­ 
cial report. 
Leading the list of the departments 
which show enormous 
increases 
in 
expenditures is the Missouri peniten­ 
tiary, of which D. C. Mceiling, chair­ 
man of the democratic state commit­ 
tee. is the warden. 
According to Deal s statement, the 
penitentiary has cost the state, dur­ 
ing the first two years of McClung’s 
management. $69,502.51 more than it 
did under the last biennial period un­ 
der his predecessor. 
The report also shows an increase 
of $21,720.50 in the expenses of the 
auditor's office; secretary of state's 
office, $0,279.55; 
insurance 
depart­ 
ment. $12,795.01. 
Politicians think the comparisons 
in Deal's report are the result of a 
spilt in state officialdom which has 
been pending for some time, and in 
which 
Deal 
and Attorney' General 
Barker are opposed 
by 
the 
other 
members 
of 
the 
governor’s official 
family. 
Deal’s report calls special attention 
to the receipts and disbursements of 
the insurance department. 
Charles 
G. Revelle, insurance superintendent, 
is one of Governor Major’s closest 
friends and has been a political lieu­ 
tenant of the executive since he be­ 
came assistant to Major iii the at­ 
torney general’s office. 
After showing that the receipts pf 
the insurance department exceeded 
those of the previous biennial period 
by $1,157.26, but that the expenses 
had increased $13,795.61, Deal makes 
the /ollowing comment: 
“In other 
words it cost $13,795.61 to produce 
$1,157.26.” 
. 
Speaking of the management of tho 
state department by Secretary Cor­ 
nelius Roach, Deal says: 
“The secretary of state received 
from 
fees 
for 
services in 1911-12, 
$323,312.90, 
and 
for 
1913-14, $262,- 
297.02, a decrease in the receipts of 
the office of $61,015.88, while the cost 
of conducting the same was increased 
$6,279.55.” 
The state auditor received fees for 
services in 1911-12 of $10,414.18, and 
for 1913-14, $19,821.92, an increase in 
receipts of $9,417.75, at an increased 
cost of operation which amounted to 
$21,720.50.

for the following characteristics in 
animals which they intend to finish for 
the market: 
“ Steers, if they are to make profit­ 
able gains in the feed lot, must have 
beef characteristics, a wide, strong 
back, and a large heart girth. 
“ They must have a strong frame and 
plenty of room for the vital organs, 
for an animal with a weak constitu­ 
tion can not hold lip through the 
feeding season. 
“ A wide head and muzzle, which us­ 
ually indicate good feeding qualities. 
“ Short 
legs, 
heavy 
hindquarters, 
and arched ribs are essential In the 
feeding animal. 
“ The 
skin 
should 
be 
reasonably 
thick, soft, and covered by a heavy 
coat of hair. 
“ The animal should have a straight 
back and low set. appearance, duo to 
the depth of body and short legs/’
